"Then  he  says:  'Peace  be  with  thee.' 
"After  the  Bishop  says  the  prayer 
f Peace  be  with  thee/  he  says  other  prayers 


asking  God  to  bless  the  one  being  con- 
firmed all  the  days  of  his  life,  and  to  take 
him  to  heaven  when  he  dies." 

Tom  said:  "I  hope  we  can  receive  the 
Sacrament  of  Confirmation  soon/' 

Their  mother  answered:  "When  you 
and  Ann  know  well  all  the  lessons  in

The  Priest  Uses  His  Power 

"After  the  priest  has  given  you  a  pen- 
ance, he  will  tell  you  to  make  an  Act  of 
Contrition.  And  while  you  are  saying  the 
Act  of  Contrition,  he  will  use  the  power 
Jesus  gave  him  to  forgive  your  sins. 
So  be  sure  to  say  your  Act  of  Contrition 
with  very  much  love,  and  promise  Jesus 
that  you  will  try  to  be  more  like  Him." 
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After  Confession 

"When  your  Confession  is  over,  it  is 
well  to  go  at  once  to  another  part  of  the 
church,  a  little  away  from  the  other  chil- 
dren. For  of  course,  you  should  perform 
your  penance  before  you  leave  the  church 
if  you  can  do  this. 

"And  I  know  that  you  will  want  to 
spend  some  time  THANKING  GOD 
for  letting  you  make  this  Confession  and 
for  giving  you  more  of  His  Grace.
